Kentuckian Thinks Words “So Help Me 
God, Repeated Many Times Daily, 
Are Sacrilegious. 


Louisville, Ky., May 28.—“ So help me, 
God.“ This solemn portion of an oath which 
for centuries has been used in courts 
throughout the world will in the future be 
omitted from the oath when a witness is 
sworn in the police court in Louisville. 

An order to the effect was given today by 
Judge J. Wheeler McGee. 

The clerk of the court when asked about 
the omission said that the court had merely 
requested him to omit the latter part of the 
customary oath when swearing witnesses, 
stating that it was repeated so often each 
day that it appeared to him as being little 
less than sacrilegious.

BATTLE IN AUTOS; MAN SLAIN 


William Patterson Killed Trying 
to Abduct Woman. 


‘PASSED AS AN OFFICER. 


Dead Man Forced Hotel Keeper to 
Furnish Car and Aid. 


P ‘ 

Ligonier, Ind., May 28.—{Special.J—In a 

running fight between the occupants of 

two automobiles in which two revolvers were 
emptied, William Patterson was shot and 
killed this afternoon by his brother-in-law 
near Millersburg, Ind., and Ernest Franks, 
the brother-in-law, was dangerously 
wounded by Patterson in the thigh. 

Patterson had as a prisoner in his motor 
car Mrs. A. Sargent, a young woman whom, 
it is alleged, he had abducted in an exceed- 
ingly daring manner under the supposition 

that she was a counterfeiter and was fleeing 

from Franks. 

Mrs. Patterson lately had separated from 
her husband, it is said, in consequence of his 
rough treatment. He blamed Mrs. Sargent 

‘for much of his domestic trouble and it is 
supposed that he harbored a grudge against 
her. 
Neighbors Say He Beat Wife. 
Patterson was the proprietor of a passen- 
ger boat on Lake Wawasse and resided at 
the town of that name. Lately he had been 
abusing his wife cruelly, according to the 
evidence of neighbors, while in a drunken 
condition. Mrs. Sargent, a resident of the 
town, was the confidante of Mrs. Patterson 
and had taken her part on several occasions 
when her husband’s brutality was mani- 
fested. Patterson conceived a violent hatred 
of the woman, charging her with being the 
author of his family troubles. 

Several weeks ago, fearing for her life, 

Mrs. Patterson left her home and took ref- 

uge with her father, Dr. Franks, at Ligonier, 

a small town near Wawasee. Mrs. Sargent, 

at the wife’s request, accompanied her to 

Ligonier and was her guest for some days, 

but hed intended returning today to Lake 

Wawasee. 


Husband Arrives in Town. 
Patterson, filled with liquor and tn an ex- 
ceedingly ugly humor, arrived at Ligonier 
this afternoon @ little before Mre. Sargent 
had started to the depot with Mrs. Patter- 
son’s father. He went directly to the Hotel 
Goldsmith.

Patterson and the woman then started west 
from Ligonier for Millersburg. It is impos- 
sible to tell what he intended to do with 
the woman in his infuriated condition. He 
may have intended to kill her when he ar- 
rived at some lonely place or he may have 
intended to board an evening passenger train 
at Miliersaburg with her. 


Posse Enters the Race. 

News of the abduction quickly spread 
through the little village of Ligonier.. Ernest 
Franks, a brother of Mrs. Patterson, organ- 
ized a posse of armed farmers and started in 
pursuit, taking the lead in a big touring car. 
The fugitives were overtaken just east of 
Millersburg, near the Wabash depot. 
Halt, or we'll shoot!“ shouted Franks, 
standing up in his motor car. 


Wounded Man’s Aim Is Deadly. 
Patterson replied with a string of curses 
and immediately opened fire with his re- 
volver, shooting his brother-in-law in the 
thigh. Though dangerously wounded Franks 
returned the fire with such unerring aim that 
Patterson was instantly killed. 

It was learned that Patterson had been 
drinking heavily during the day and had 
raised considerable disturbance on a passen- 
ger train while on his way to Ligonier. : 


ILLNESS OF JOHN F.FINERTY . 
ALARMS FRIENDS OF IRISHMAN. 


Chicago Leader in Celtic Affairs Has 
Been Confined to His Residence Since 
Last December. 


John F. Finerty, one of Chicago's fore- 
most Irish citisens, is dangerously ill. He 
has been confined to his residence, 8562 
Grand boulevard, since December of last 
year. Several times his life has been de- 
speired of, but each time he has rallied. 
During the last few days, however, he has 
been failing rapidly. A member of his fam- 
Ny said last night that Mr. Fmerty had had 
a good day and that it was felt he had a 
chance to Mve. However, his friends are 
fearful of the outcome. 

Mr. Fimerty is 62 years of age and has 
been prominent in Irish circles in Chicago 
since shortly after the civil war. In 1882 
he was elected to congress from Chicago.

Portraits, It Is Said. 


DR. FORTIN’S COLOR THEORY. 


W. M. R. French, Art Director, Dis- 
cusses Traits Peculiar to Painters. 


W. M. R. French, director of the Art in- 
| stitute, has discovered that, almost without 
exception, the greatest artists and illustra- 
tors are unconscious—or perhaps conscious 
egotista.. - 

The peculiar form taken by this trait, ac- 
cording to the art critic, is the reproduction, 
in paintings of the human face or form, of 
the artist's own features. In years of ob- 
servation of the work of various artists Mr. 
French says he has found the phenomenon 
recurring again and again. 

Mr. French referred to his theory yester- 
day in commenting on the views of Dr. 
Fortin, a French savant who has been tell- 
ing the French academy that blond painters 
make their pictures too blue while the dark 
skinned Italian school has a tendency to 
rede and yellows. 


Dr. Fortin’s Color Theory. 

“TY Gon’t know that I agree with Dr. 
Fortin's theory,“ he said. I don't know that 
I have even heard of it. But ff it is true that 
artists, unconsciously or otherwise, are con- 
tinually reproducing their own features— 
making their people look like themselves. 
You will find this everywhere. 

The contemporary artists, and particu- 
larly the illustrators, are continually falling 
into the habit .of painting themselves. 
Christy's men are all more or less alike, and 
o are Gibson’s when he is presenting some 
epecific character. Miss Dlizabeth Shippen 
Green’s girl faces are all of the same type. 
Don’t understand that I mean that these 
artists are painting themselves. Many orf 
the artists do, and it might be Interesting 
compare those typical heads with portratts 
the artists who drew them. P 


Is Unconscious. 
“ Egotist1? O, I don't know. Perhaps it 
is merely an unconscious reverting to the 
features one is most familiar with.” 
Louis Betts, one of the most prominent of 
Chicago artists, agreed unbesitatingly with 
Director French's “ self-reproduction ” the- 
ory. He happened to be in Mr. French's 
office when the matter was being discussed. 
Tes, artists do that.“ he said, “but I 
don’t think it is unconscious usually. It is 
simply the habit of using the mirror In de 
fault of any other model to work by.” 
Dr. Fortin’s theory that blond painters use 
pigments in an entirely different fashion 
from those of darker complexions was not 
taken at the Art institute with any degree 
of serious consideration.

Rules of Conduct Circulated 
by Committee for Comments 
of the Profession. 


‘WOULD BIND ADVOCATES. 


Canons Declare Attorney May 
Defend Guilty Client Within 
Certain Limitations.

New York, May 28.— [Special. I- Rules of 
conduct for lawyers are being circulated by 
a committee of the American Bar association 
for suggestions and criticisms from members 
preparatory to a final report to the associa- 
tion in full at its meeting in Seattle, Wash., 
next August. 

The proposed canon of professional ethics 
maintains that a lawyer may defend a client 
whom he knows to be guilty only to the extent 
of being sure that the defendant is accorded 
all of his rights under the law. Advertising 
is prohibited, and the instigation or stirring 
up of litigation is roundly denounced. — 

One of the most striking clauses of the 
canon declares that when a lawyer renders 
service to any client, corporate or individual, 
or to any cause, civil or political, that in- 
volves disloyalty to the law, he merits stern 
condemnation.”’ 


Parker and Brewer Sign Report. 


The report is signed by Alton B. Parker. 
former chief judge of the New York State 
Court of Appeals; Justice Brewer of the 
Supreme court of the United States: Judge 
Thomas G. Jones of the United States court 
in Alabama; J. M. Dickingon, president of 
the American Bar association; George R. 
Peck and William Wirt Howe, former presi- 
dents of the association, and Francis Lynde 
Stetson, president of the New York Bar as- 
sociation. 

The report is a result of a three days’ ses- 
sion of the committee recently held in Wash- 
ington. 

The foundation of the draft for canons 
of ethics is the code adopted by the Alabama 
State Bar association in 1887. This draft 
represents our best present judgment after 
a most careful consideration of the subject,” 
says the committee in its report. 

Republic Rests on Profession. 

In America,” says the report, “it is 
essential that the system for establishing 
end dispensing justice be so maintained that 
there shall be absol confidence on the 
part of the public in 
tegrity, and the impertiality of its adminis- 
tration; otherwise there can be no perma- 
nence to our republican institutions. . 

Our profession is necessarily the key- 
stone in the arch of republican government, 
and the future of the republic, to ea great ex- 
tent, depends on our maintenance of the 
shrine of justice pure and unsullied. It can- 
not be so maintained unless the conduct and 
the motives of the members of our profession, 
who are the high priests of justice, are what 
they ought to be. 

No code or set of rules can be framed 
which will particularize all the duties of the 
lawyer in the varying phases of litigation er 
in all the relations of professiona) life. The 
enumeration of particular duties should not 
be construed as a denial of the existence of 
others equally imperative.” 


Defense of Guilty Client. 


The canons deal with the many problems 
confronting the lawyer in his professional 
conduct. Among the most important recom- 
mendations are the following: 

“ Def One Whom Advocate Be- 
lieves to Be A lawyer may un- 
dertake with propriety the defense of a per- 
son accused of a crime, although he knows or 
believes him guilty, and, having undertaken 
it, he is bound by all fair and honorable means 
to present such defense as the law of the land 
permits, to the end that no person may be 
deprived of life or liberty but by due process 
of law. 

“How Par a Lawyer May Go in Sup- 
porting a Client’s Oause.—Nothing oper- 
ates more certainly to create or to foster pop- 
ular prejudice against lawyers as a class and 
to deprive the profession of that full measure 
of public esteem and confidence which be- 
longs to the proper discharge of its duties 
than does the false claim often set up by the 
unscrupulous in defense of questionable 
transactions, that it is the duty of the lawyer 
to do whatever may enable him to succeed 
in winning his client’s cause. 

A lawyer should not do for aclient what his 
sense of honor would forbid him to do for 
himself. 

“Treatment of Witnesses and Litigants. 
—A lawyer should always treat adverse wit- 
nesses and suitors with fairness and due con- 
sideration, and he should never minister to 
the malevolence or prejudices of a client in 
the trial or conduct of a cause. The client 
cannot be made the keeper of the lawyer's 
conscience in professional matters. 

He cannot demand as of right that his 
counsel shall abuse the opposite party or in- 
dulge in offensive personalities. Improper 
speech is not excusable on the ground that it 
is what the client would say if speaking in 
his.own behalf. 


Must Not Stir Up Trouble. 

“Stirring Up Litigation, Directly or 
Through Agents.—It is unprofessional 
for a lawyer to volunteer advice to bring a 
lawsuit, except in rare cases where ties of 
blood relationship or trust make it his duty 
to do so. Not only is stirring up strife and 
litigation unprofessional, but it is disreputa- 
ble in morals, contrary to public policy, and 
indictable at common law. 

No one should be permitted to remain in 
the profession who hunts up defects in titles 
or other causes of action and informs thereof 
in order to be employed to bring suit, or who 
breeds litigation by seeking out those with 
claims for personal injuries, or those having 
any other grounds of action in order to secure 
them as clients, or who employee agents or 
runners for like purposes, or who pays or re- 
wards, directly or indirectly, those who bring 
or influence the bringing of such cases to his 
office or who remunerates policemen, court or 
prison officials, physicians, hospital attachés, 
or others who may succeed, under the guise 
of giving disinterested friendly advice, in 
influencing the criminal, the sick and the 
injured, the ignorant, or others to seek his 
professional services. 


Strict Duty to Law. 

“The Lawyers Duty in Ite Last Analy- 
sis— No client, corporate or individual, 
however powerful, nor any cause, civil or po- 
litical, however important, is entitled to re- 
ceive nor should any lawyer render any serv- 
ice or advice involving disloyalty to the law 
whose ministers we are, or disrespect of the 
judicial office, which we are bound to uphold, 
or corruption of any person or persons exer- 


cising a public office or private trust or de- 


ception or betrayal of the public. 

When rendering any such improper serv- 
ice or advice, the lawyer lays aside his robe 
of office, and in his own person invites and 
merits stern and just condemnation. Cor- 


responiingly, he advances the honor of his 


profession and the best interests of his client 

when he renders service or gives advice tend- 

ing to impress upon the client and his un- 

8 exact compliance with the atrict- 
est principles of moral law. 


“He must also observe and advise his 


client to observe the statute law, though 
until a statute law shall have been con- 
strued and interpreted by competent adjudi- 
cation he is free and is entitled to advise 
as to its validity and as to what he con- 
scientiously believes to be its just meaning 
and extent. But above all a lawyer will 
find his highest honor in a deserved repu- 
tation for fidelity to private trust and to 
public duty, as an honest man and as a 
patriotic’ and loyal citizen.”

Frank Merritt Believes Science Will 
Benefit by His Sacrifice. 


New York, May 28.—Frank Merritt. who 
was inoculated with the germs of tubercu- 
losis in the interest of science, is getting along 
famously and becoming a consumptive faster 
every minute. 

Merritt two weeks ago volunteered to sur- 
render his body in the hope of firiding a pre- 
ventive and cure for the disease. An ex- 
amination made yesterday showed that ai- 
ready the plague has made considerable 
progress since the inoculation a week ago, 
one week having been spent in preparation. 
„Merritt, who is a middie aged man. was 
at one time a bookbinder in a western. state. 
According to his story his wife and a son 
died, victims of tuberculosis. Their loss 
preyed on his mind tu such an extent that he 
findlly failed in business and became a wan- 
derer. 


No Friends to Mourn Him. 

Two weeks ago he applied te the Salvation 
army headquarters in this city for lodging 
and was sent to the Salvation army hotel in 
Chatham square. It was there that he first 
announced his willingness to die if his death 
might aid in any way in combating the 
spread of tuberculosis. 

I have had difficulty in keeping body and 
soul together, he gald, and death has no 
terrors for me.“

Juries seeing the char- 
acter of the prosecuting witnesses often 
would fix light sentences. Frequently juries 
refuse to convict where the circumstances 
are not atrocious, because they fear the 
pardon board will punish more severely than 
the circumstances warrant. Some wise per- 
son who is posted on the parole system will 
tell the other jurors that the defendant is 
Hable to get a long term from the board and 
induces them to acquit. Many other lawyers 
and judges share my views in the matter.“ 


Barbour Defends Law. 

I believe the pardon board is acting prop- 
erly in this case, and think the indeterminate 
sentence, giving the board power to fix the 
time to be served, is a good thing, said Mr. 
Barbour, who is acting state’s attorney in 
Mr. Healy's absence.

MURDER TRIAL Is ADJOURNED 
WHEN TWO LAWYERS CLASH. 


State Seeks to Prove Chim Wai Was

REBELS AGAINST SPITE FENCE 


Thomas J. Irvine Demands That 
15 Years of Misery End. 


OLD FIGHT REACHES COURT. 


Charges Rumbles of Sheet Iron Device 
Continue from 93. 


Mrs. John O’Brien, 4528 Prairie avenue, 
has carried on a warfare with her neighbor, 
Thomas J. Irvine, who lives one door south 
of her, for over fifteen years. She wished to 
be separated from him and his family as 
far as she could be, socially. 

Unfortunately their houses stood together 
so closely that daylight could not penetrate 
between. So Mrs. O’Brien contented herself 
with‘snubbing Mr. Irvine, and Mrs. Irvine, of 
course, snubbed back every chance she got, 
which was not often, because Mrs. O’Brien 
seldom gave her an opportunity. This silent 
conflict continued for many months, when 
Mrs. O’Brien hit upon an idea. 

Her house is three stories high, but the 
top floor does not extend back as far as the 
third floor of the Irvine home. So she thought 
it would be a telling move to build a fence 
on top of her projecting second floor, which 
would not only shut off the daylight from the 
rear of the Irvines’ third floor, but also would 
keep the Irvines from looking into her back 
windows. 


Builds Fence; Stands 15 Years. 

Fearing interference on the part of the Ir 
vines, she had a fence built of sheet iron, 
twelve feet high, when the latter were away. 
It was built on Chicago day, 1893. Mr. and 
Mrs. Irvine attended the world’s fair that 
day and when they came home they went on 
top of their roof to see the display of fire- 
works. They then noticed the fence. 

For fifteen years the fence has remained 
on Mrs. O’Brien’s roof. Within recent years 
the wind and rain have worked it loose from 
its bearings, but Mrs. O’Brien did not choose 
to repair it. When the wind blew the sheet 
iron rumbled thunderously. When it rained 
nights the Irvines were awakened by a noise 
similar to the rattle of musketry, it is said. 

We slept about one night in three and the 
other two nights we were treated to the 
weirdest sensations from that fence you can 
imagine,“ said Mrs. Irvine last night. One 
night it made a noise like a ghost, then it 
sounded like a battle not far away and, of 
course, we heard all sorts of thunder when 
the moon was shining overhead.“ 


Calls It Limit of Toleration. 
Two weeks ago the fence tottered from ſta 
foundations and blew over and leaned against 
Mrs. Irvine's dining room windows. She 
said that was the limit of toleration. Mr. 
Irvine sought the aid of Corporation Coun- 
eel Brundage yesterday, after having sent 
several policemen and city officials to call 
upon Mrs. O’Brien. 
Mr. Irvine learned that he would have to 
take the matter to court. He intends to start 
suit against Mrs. O’Brien.

No evidence against a woman matcher-up 
will be placed before the grand jury, but men 
who have grown wealthy after years of work 
in the business will be prosecuted. Follow- 
ing convictions of Marian Grey-of the Elgin 
Searchlight club and Mrs. E. L. Glinn of the 
International Correspondence school, both of 
whom were sentenced to a year in the bride- 
well, it is believed by Assistant District At- 
torney Seward S. Shirer that agencies man- 
aged by women were given up. 


Professors“ in Dilemma. 

Among the “affinity professors’ against 
whom indictments will be asked are Isaac 
R. Warn, 833 Washington boulevard, who 
ran a soul finding concern at 697 Fulton 
street, under the name of his wife, Kate 
Warn, 3 

Warn is said to be wealthy and lives in a 
handsomely furnished residence on Wash- 
ington boulevard, with his wife and two 
children. Until he was arrested and brought 
before United States Commissioner Foote on 
a federal charge, it was believed by neighbors 
that Warn was a wealthy retired business 
man. 

Another “professor is Isadore Meyers, 
who conducted his operations at an office on 
the south side. 

Both the men are accused of sending out 
literature advertising beautiful and wealthy 
widows, using A stock photograph and solic- 
iting membership fees of from $1 to 68. 

„We believe we practically have driven 
all. matrimonial bureaus from this district,” 
said Assistant District Attorney Shirer, yes- 
terday. We are confident indictments will 
be returned against managers of the concerns 
against which we have evidence, and that 
then the last ‘ marriage forming plant’ in 
the vicinity of Chicago will have disap- 
peared.”

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TEACHERS MIXED 
ON VALUE OF 3 RS’ 


Tabulated Replies to Board of 
Education's Query Show 


Disagreement. 
1,841 ANSWERS RECEIVED. 


Be Started at Once by 
the Trustees. 


The “three Re” committee of the school 
board, which is investigating the teaching 
of reading, writing, arithmetic, and some 
other things in the Chicago schools, received 
its second installment of expert testimony 
yeeterday. 

This came in the tabulated answers of 1,841 
elementary teachers to a series of questions 
sent out by the committee some time ago in 
an effort to find out what the people who are 
doing the teaching think about the matter. 

Trustee R. A. White thinks that the Chi- 
cago schools are strong on manual training 
and music and such, but sadly deficient when 
it comes to feaching a youngster what he 
will need to know when he gets a job in a 
wholesale grocery office. The Chicago princi- 
pala, whose answers to the committee's ques- 
tions were made public some time ago, were 
inclined to agree, mildly, with Mr. White 
As to the teachers’ replies, which have just 
been tabulated, the committee is in some 
doubt. 


Dr. White Discusses Reports. 

“What do they show?’ said Mr. White 
after the committee's secret meeting, all 
the sessions being held behind closed doors, 
Why, they—er—contain some valuable in- 
formation! They show—well, they show that 
there is no such thing as unanimity of opinion 
among the school teachers of Chicago!“ 

A hasty examination of the replies ag they 
were tabulated convinced the examiner that 
Mr. White was right. In answering the 
first three groups of questions sent out by 
the committee, something more than two- 
thirds of the teachers expressed themselves 
as entirely satisfied with the results obtained 
by the present methods of teaching spelling, 
arithmetic, and writing. This looked bad for 
Mr. White, and caused certain other members 
of the investigating committee to smile 
thoughtfully. ; 

But there was more to come. 

Question No. Tread: ‘ Would you or would 
you not recommend a change of the curricu- 
lum in order to give more time for teaching 
arithmetic, reading, writing, and spelling?“ 
To this 746 teachers replied: Yes: more 
time is needed for all these studies,” as 
against 448 who didn’t think the “ funda- 
mentals require any more time in the cur- 


riculum. 
Will Test Pupils. 


“We are going to start an investigation of 
our own now,” said Trustee White. “We 
shall start right in on spelling—give the pu- 
pils in certain schools a list of words to spell— 
and tabulate the results ourselves. This will 
give us some first hand material to work on.“ 

Just when and how the spelling test will 
be conducted Mr. White would not say, but he 
admitted that preparations for it are now 
under wey, and that the children will re- 
ceive their lists within a week or 80. 

On one point the teachers showed no doubt 
whatever. This was on the segregation of 
pupils in the grades with a view to separat- 
ing those who will follow a trade or com- 
mercial pursuite from those who will enter 
the professions. The idea, although it has 
been strongly urged in Chicago by President 
Eliot of Harvard and President Schneidér of 
the school board, was turned down,” 420 
teachers recommending it, against 992 who 
did not. Of the 429 who recommended the 
plan 246 suggested thet the segregation be- 
gin with the “ ninth grade,“ which, in point 
of fact, is the first year of the high school 
course, 


Spelling Query Summarized. 


The list of questions, which was sent only 
to teachers in the four upper grades, plunged 
right into the midst of things by putting this 
query first: ‘‘ Are you satisfied with the 
progress of your pupils in spelling? Sum- 
marized, the teachers’ answers to this were 
as follows;

SAY CRAFT IS PRACTICAL. 


One Ohioan in Europe, Other Re- 
mains to Conduct Official 
Experiments. 


Dayton, O., May 28.—Wilbur Wright, of 
aeroplane fame, in an interview today said: 

Fou may say that our experiments at 
Manteo, N. C., were successful and that 
we are ready to enter the government tests 
as soon as one clause in our contract with 
the government is interpreted for us. There 
is some discrepancy between two of the 
provisions named and we will not exhibit 
out aeroplane nor demonstrate its utility 
until the clause is clarified. 

** We have eight or nine machines practical- 


dy ready for work now and as soon as we 


are clear on the one point, we will be ready 
to go ahead. 


Say Machine Will Work. 


J will say for the aeroplane we have per- 
fected that it is practicable. It is the only 
machine perfected as yet, in our opinion, 
capable of doing the work expected of it. 

The European airships and aeroplanes 
are much too large and unwieldy for prac- 
tical purposes. Our machine is about forty 
feet by seven and is driven by a propeller 
placed directly amidships. The machine will 
easily sail 125 miles without alighting, caf- 
rying fuel and two men with ease. 


Easy to Get a Start.

Receiver Named by Court for George 
W. McMullen &.Co. in Involuntary 
Bankruptcy Proceedings. 


Pittsburg, Pa. May 28.—[Special.]—Judge 
Young today appointed the Guarantee Title 
and Trust company receiver for George W. 
McMullen. & Co., stock brokers, against whom 
an in voluntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed late yesterday afternoon. The bond 
was fixed at $100,000. In the petition it is 
stated that the liabilities will reach $1,800,000, 
while the assets are about $350,000 less than 
the abilities. 

The petition was filed by George Porter of 
Pittsburg, who has a claim of $2,163.20 for 
equity In stocks. Sanrord Evans of the firm 
was a member of the Pittsburg stock ex- 
change and a notice suspending him from 
membership was posted this morning. The 
company was also a member of the Chicago 
board of trade. 

The firm has been the largest buyer of 
Ohio Fuel stocks, and is said to be the strong- 
est supporter of that stock. At present it 
holds 7,000 shares. On this there have been 
loans made to the amount of $1,310,000. The 
market value of the Ohio Fuel securities is 
$1,510,000 today. The par value of the Ohio 
Fuel stocks, of which there is an issue of 
$7.000,000, is $25, and the selling price is 
$34.50.

WITNESS FOUND IN CHICAGO

IGEN. STEPHEN D. TRE DEAD 


omen of Confederate Vet- 
erans Loses Last Fight. 


ORDERED FIRST SHOT OF WAR 


Member of South Carolina Family 
Which Played Conspicuous Part. 


Vicksburg. Migs., May 28.—Gen. Stephen D. 
Lee, commander in chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, died today at the official 
residence of the Vicksburg National Park 
commission. 

Gen. Lee was stricken here last ‘Friday 
night after an exhaustive speech welcoming 
four regiments of Iowa and Wisconsin sol- 
diers, whom he had fought upon the Vicks- 
burg battlefield forty-five years before. The 
emotion and exciteshent overmastered him 
and finally he became ill enough to take to his 
bed. Yesterday he passed into a state of 
coma, growing gradually weaker. 

The body of Gen. Lee will be taken from 
Vicksburg on a special train tomorrow morn- 
ing for Columbus, Miss. The funeral prob- 
ably will occur on Saturday. Gen. Lee's 
sister, Mrs. James Harrison of Columbus, 
was at his bedside at the time of his death. 
Blewett Lee, a son, who is general attorney 
of the Illinois-Central et Chicago, has been 
summoned. 

President Roosevelt, who was @ great ad- 
mirer of Gen. Lee, was among the first to 
send condolences. 


Ordered First Shot of Civil War. 

An incident in connection with Gen. Lee’s 
‘military career not generally known is the 
fact that he directed the firing of the first 
shot of the civil war. He was one of the 
two officers of the South Carolina troops 
sent by Gen. Beauregard to demand the 
surrender of Fort Sumter, and upon the re- 
fusal of this demand he ordered the nearest 
battery to fire on the fort. 

Gen. Lee was one of the South Carolina 
Lees. He was born in that state in 1833. 
He received his appointment to the United 
States military academy at West Point and 
graduated at that institution, receiving his 
commission in the artillery. 

At the outbreak of the civil war Gen. Lee 
resigned his commission in the United States 
army and entered the confederacy. He 
served with the confederate army in Virginia 
umil after the battle of Antietam, when he 
Was made a brigadier general and sent to 
Vicksburg. He played a prominent part in 
the siege of that city. He was promoted 
to the rank of major general and ordered 
to the southwest. 


Given Rank of Lieutenant General. 

Gen. Lee subsequently was assigned to the 
army of the Tennessee with the rank of lieu- 
tenant general, and served until the close 
of hostilities. At the close of the war Gen. 
Lee devoted himself to the education of south- 
ern youths as president of the Mississippt 
Agricultural and Mechanical college. 

On the death of Gen. John B. Gordon, Gen. 
Lee was unanimously chosen commander in 
chief of the United Confederate Veterans, 
and was always the most conspicuous figure 
at the annual reunions. 


OBITUARY. 


JOSEPH AUSTRIAN, who was for many 
years vice president and general manager 
of the Lake Michigan and Lake Superior 
Transportation company, died yesterday at 
Atlantic City. N. J. He was 75 years old. 
The cause of his death was heart failure. 
He red from active business ten years ago. 
He is survived by a widow and four married 
daughters, Mrs. Benjamin R. Cahn and Mrs. 
Henry Block of Chicago, Mrs. A. Gd. Stein 
of New York, and Mrs. Sam Sholen of Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo. He was an uncle of Al- 
fred D. Austrian. The funeral arrangements 
have not been completed. 


CHARLES McKEE, for years a captain on 
the lake boats, died yesterday morning at 
Wapata, Wash., from Bright’s disease.

Powers Urged to Stop Blood-

Samos. 


BOMBARDING THE PALACE 


Turkish Prince Beaten by Muti- 
neers and Women and Chil- | 
dren Flee to Smyrna.

ATHENS, May 28.—Many have been slain 
and hundreds of women and children have 
fied for their lives from the revolt against 
the government in the island of Samos. The 
situation is so serious that a proposal to 
have the powers dispatch warships to stop 
the bloodshed is being urged. 

The revolt is chiefly against the prince of 
Samos and the governor of the island. The 
prince was caught by a large band of men 
and beaten. He escaped to the palace, which 
has since been under bombardment, and it js 
feared will be slain if captured. His loyal 
subjects are fighting fiercely to save his life, 
but are outnumbered. 


Fear Massacre by Troops. 
Turkish reinforcements are now on their 
way to the island and it is feared a massacre 
will follow their arrival. The prince of 
Samos is appointed by the sultan of Turkey 


and it is announced the 50,000 inhabitants | 


of the’ island, which is twenty-seven miles 
long and ten miles wide, populated chiefly 
by Greeks, decided to stand no longer the 
unjust laws.’ 

The principality of Samos exists under 
the guaranty of Great Britain, Russia, and 
France, the three countries now being 
brought to more friendly relations by the 
visits exchanged and to be made by their 
rulers. 

Have Fought Three Days. 

Fighting began at Vathy, the capital, three 
days ago and has not ceased. Many men 
have been shot down and the casualties on 
both sides are large. A conflict between the 
governor, Kopaseiz Effendi, and the senate 
is said to have added to the feeling against 
the government and started the fight. Soon 
after it began the prince of Samos was 
caught in the street, dragged from his car- 
riage, and would no doubt have been slain 
Rad not reinforcements arrived. 

Gendarmerie are aiding the revolters and 
they repulsed, with much loss of life, an at- 
tack by Turkish soldiers. A dispatch sent 
from Smyrna today says the attack on the 
palace continues and it is not believed the 
prirce can hold out much longer. Refugees 
who reached Smyrna describe the situation 
as critical. 


BRIGANDS AFTER AUTO RACERS. 


German Car Leads New York to Paris 
Contest—Americans in 
Danger. 


NIKOLSK. May 28.—The American car in 
the New York to Paris automobile race con- 
tinued along the tracks of the transsiberian 
railroad, having had a narrow escape from 
being run down by an express train and by 
falling over a precipice 200 feet in descent 
owing to the subsidence of badly laid ballast. 

Spies of brigand bands that have been cap- 
tured recently state that the automobDlilists 
are in danger of being attacked, as it is be- 
lieved by the brigands that they are rich. 

The German car signaled that it was sixty 
miles in the lead at noon today. 


KILL THOUSANDS OF CHINESE. 


Typhoon at Hankow and a Mine Disas- 
ter at Kwang Sa Cost Many 
Lives. 


Victoria, B. C., May 28.—The steamship 
Shinonno Maru of the Japanese line, which 
arrived today, brought news of another dis- 
aster through a typhoon at Hankow. The 
typhoon came suddenly and in a few hours 
reduced hundreds of boats in the Kan river 
to splinters. The shores were thick with 
bodies of river people. Hundreds were re- 
covered before the steamer left Shanghal.

HORSE NEVER ATE GRAIN. 


J. R. Hatmaker Thinks His Low Bred 
Nag Will Win. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

“LONDON, May 28.—James R. Hatmaker, 
an American living in Paris, has unexpect- 
edly decided to run the, French horse Azote 
in the Derby. Azote fs a scientific expert- 
ment designed to prove that horses grow 
and develop faster on dry milk than on vege- 
table foods. N 

He never tasted oats or corn, having been 
reared entirely on dried milk with occasion- 
ally a little hay. He has seven feeds daily. 
his total ailowance being seventeen pounds 
of dried milk which is equivalent to Aten 
gallons of liquid milk. 


Assimilates 98 Per Cent of His Milk. 

Mr. Hatmaker says a horse thus fed assim- 
llates 98 per cent of his food while only 
65 per cent of his oats is assimilated. 

He admits that Azote is of poor origin. He 
describes him as the worst bred and best fed 
horse in the Derby, but he wants to show 


what scientific principles will do. 


Azote Has Great Endurance. 

Prof. Grandeau, who is distinguished for 
his chemical experiments in horse feeding, 
says Hatmaker is making a most interesting 
and most important experiment. Heregrets 
that it is not being made with a highly bred 
horse, in which case success would be cer- 
tain. 

Azote, however, is capable of great endur- 
ance. He has splendidly developed bones 
and muscles. He is the first known instance 
of a horse reared ‘on animal food. 


WOULD-BE ASSASSINS WOUND 
RUSSIAN OFFICIAL AT TEHERAN 


Czar’s Financial Agent Fights Off As- 
sailants—Assistant Shot Dead—Satis- 
faction for Outrage Demanded. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 29.—Dispatches 
from Teheran state that an armed attack 
was made on the official residence in that city 
of the Russian financial agent, M. Ostro- 
gradski, yesterday, and that the Russian of- 
ficial was dangerously wounded. 

Three unknown men made their way into 
his residence and, encountering M. Ostro- 
gradski, fired a number of shots at him. 
Though badly wounded, M. Ostrogradski 
managed to fight off his assailants, who con- 
tinued to fire at him. In the exchange of 
shots one of M. Ostrogradski's assistants 
was shot dead.

WOODRUFF IN SECOND PLACE 


New York Delegation Asked to Sup- 
port Former Lieutenant Governor.

Washington, D. C., May 28.— [Special. 
Conferences were held here today between 
Secretary Taft and his two political mana- 
gers, Frank H. Hitchcock and Arthur I. 
Vorys, which appear to have resulted in the 
selection of Theodore E. Burton of Ohio as 
the man who will place Mr. Taft in nomina- 
tion at the republican national convention 
at Chicago next month. 

Mr. Hitcheock and Mr. Vorys had a con- 
ference with the president at the White 
house during the day and the selection of 
Mr. Burton to address the convention in 
Mr. Taft's interests was given the approval 
of Mr. Roosevelt. 


Burton Almost Sure of Honor. 

Unless the plans are changed within the 
next few days, Mr. Burton will be given the 
honor, and his appointment to that task will 
remove him as a possibility for chairman of 
the committee on resolutions. It is reported 
that Attorney General Wade Ellis of Ohio 
will run chances of serving at the head of that 
comnittee. 

The vice presidential boom started in be-

L. Woodruff of New York put man appear- 
ance in Washington today. 

It came in the form of a letter addressed to 
Senators Depew and Platt and members of 
the New York delegation by George J. Corey, 
president of the National Commercial and 
Industria] league, Which has its headquarters 
at 11 Broadway, New York City.

TAFT AIDS WORKINGMEN’S LAW. 


Secretary Secures Probable Passage of 
Government Employes’ Lia- 
bility Bill. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.]— 
Two visits to the capitol this week, spent in 
personal appeals to the senators, have prac- 
tically given Secretary Taft the credit of se- 
curing the consideration and passage of the 
government employés’ liability bill, which is 
to take place tomorrow. 

The secretary feels deeply the need of a 
law which will provide compensation to per- 
sons injured while employed in the govern- 
ment service, and in view of the fact that 
he is practically in charge ‘of many thou- 
sands of workmen employed by the govern- 
ment at Panama, he deemed it a case where 
he might go to the capitol and approach the 
senators, who had no intention of aHowing 
the bill to go through. 

Late this afternoon Senator Aldrich and 
other senate leaders announced the with- 
drawal of their opposition. As the house has 
already passed the bill, it will become a law 
after the senate’s action.

Position of the Yates Workers 
Arouses Deneen Men. 


OPEN FIGHT ALL ALONG LINE 


Decide Time Has Come for Mark of 
Cleavage in Chicago. 


The Deneen organization in Chicago has 
come to the conclusion that it is being worked 
both ways by the friends of Yates, and a 
meeting of the county central committee 
has been called for next Tuesday, when the 
future policy of the majority in the commit- 
tee will be outlined. 

With Mr. Yates **‘ denouncing the caucus 
plan all over the state, and with Mr. Yates’ 
friends in Chicago making use of it for county 
purposes, Gov. Deneen and his lieutenants 
have decided that the line of cleavage 
should be drawn a little more definitely. 

Mayor Busse is inclined to agree that there 
should be a more thorough understanding 
as to the exact position of each politician 
in the matter. If Mr. Yates is to have an 
organization in Chicago, the Deneen people 
propose to fight it all along the line. 


Decides the Lorimer Case. 

A meeting of the executive committee of 
the county committee was held yesterday at 
headquarters and the subject was taken up 
with the result that the full committee will 
be called to meet Tuesday. William Lori- 
mer has refused to take part in the caucus, 
although he is one of the members of the 
subcommittee of eleven, and the proposi- 
tion is to put another man in his place to 
speak for the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, and Thirty-fourth wards. 

If there are any other members of the sub- 
committee who feel that Mr. Yates should 
receive the vote of the territory represented 
by them, it is the proposal of the Deneen 
people that they should be allowed to with- 
draw in peace and other men put in their 
places. 

Gov. Deneen will be in consultation with 
his friends today and further plans for his 
campaign will be made. He will be urged 
to get away for a rest until the republican 
national convention, in order that he may 
be in physical condition to conduct an 
active campaign from then until the pri- 
maries. It is known that the governor has 
been far from good health for some time and 
his friends are urging a vacation on him. 


Considers Third Ward Fight. 


The executive committee of the county 
committee at its afternoon meeting, in addi- 
tion to discussing plans for a general pri- 
mary fight in Chicago, took up the factional 
question in the Third ward, where Congress- 
man Martin B. Madden and Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman are opposed by Committeeman 
Samuel Etteison. 

Mayor Busse was desirous of having the 
regularity of one of the two fighting organi- 
zations in this ward established. Two or- 
ganizations have been allowed to go along 
since last fall, the county committee think- 
ing it useless to make further trouble by try- 
ing to decide the question. Since the passage 
of the Oglesby primary law it has been even 
more useless, inasmuch as the contest will 
have to settle itself on Aug. 8, and afterthat 
there can be but one organization. 

The opposing factions, however, have been 
making things uncomfortable around the 
city hall, and the mayor would have liked 
an earlier settlement. 


Seven of Eight for Hopkins. 


The replies which Congreseman Foss is re- 
ceiving from republican county chairmen re- 
garding hie prospective candidacy for the 
United States senate are being received by 
United States Marshal L. T. Hoy who, learn- 
ing of Mr. Foss’ request, sent out letters 
asking for duplicates of the replies sent to 
Mr. Foss.

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STOPS DRINKING BY CLERKS 


Homer Galpin Issues New Orders 
for Municipal Court Employes. 


JUDGES DEMAND ACTION. 


Well Worn Path from the Rear of 
Building Causes Criticism. 


Grass will grow in a path worn by clerks 
and bailiffs and quite a few attorneys lead- 
ing from the rear door of the Municipal 
Court building to a side entrance of a 
nearby saloon if Clerk Homer K. GaPpin can 
stop the practice of employés of the court 
imbibing Uquor during working hours. Mr. 
Galpin has been aroused to action by the 
judges and promises the reform. 

For weeks judges in courtrooms in the 
rear of the building have been missing their 
clerks and bailiffs for a few minutes at a 
time. One judge looked out of a window and 
noticed the stream of people passing back 
and forth. His suspicions were aroused and 
a conference was held with other judges. 
Clerks in other courts were found to have 
business outside the courtroom many times 
during the day and especially so during hot 
weather. 

A watch was kept and the saloon practice 
was dlscovered.“ It was decided to close 
the rear door af the building, but it was 
found the building commisgioner’s office 
would object. 

Casual Remark Starts Action. 

Another judge was aroused to action by 
a casual remark of an attorney. 

“Come on, John,” he heard in his court- 
room, let's go to the Municipal court sa- 
loon.“ 

That was the last straw. A committee 
of judges called on Clerk Galpin. Chief 
Clerk George Walker was consulted and the 
path examined. 

Clerk Galpin informed the 114 employés 
of the clerk’s office that immediate dis- 
missal will follow any visit to the Munici- 
pal court saloon between the hours of 8:30 
o'clock a. m. and noon, and from 1:80 0’clock 
to 5 o’clock p. m. 

The strictest kind of discipline is to be 
maintained. Mr. Galpin issued the follow- 
irg orders: 

There must be no loafing. 

No visiting In courtrooms. 

Strict attention must be paid to work.“ 
First Violator Is Discharged. 
Thomas J. Houston, an index clerk, was 
the first to suffer from the new rule. He 
was discharged on the ground he had made 
use of the rear path. After the ist of the 
month he must look for a new job unless 
political friends can secure his reinstate- 


ment, 

Houston denies he was ever absent from 
work and claims he was fired for political 
activity.

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General Will Enter Cabinet if 
Ohioan Wins Presiden- 
tial Nomination. 


SOUND MONEY DEMOCRAT. 


Appointment Will Cement Good 
Feeling Between the North 
and the South. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Special.J— | 


In spite of denials, it can be said positively 
that Gen. Luke E. Wright of Tennessee will 
be the successor of William Howard Taft as 
secretary of war. Gen. Wright will assume 


his new duties on July 1, provided there be 
no slip up in the nomunation of Mr. Taft as 


the republican candidate for the presidency. 
Now that the fact of his selection is known, 
it may be said his appointment was deter- 
mined upon several weeks ago, and was rec- 
ommended by both Secretary Root and Sec- 
retary Taft. The qualifications of a number 
of able men were considered, but it was de- 
cided that Gen. Wright was the most avail- 
able for the office of secretary of war. 
While serving as a member of the United 
States Philippine commission, in 1904, as its 
president, and from 1904 until 1906 as civil 
governor and governor general of the islands, 
Gen. Wright not only acquired a 
large fund of information in regard to the 
conditions and needs of the Filipinos, but his 
contact with the troops gave him an insight 
into military affairs enjoyed by few civilians. 


Political Significance of Importance. 


When he resigned the civil governorship 
he was named as American ambassador to 
Japan. He remained in Tokio until last year. 
when his private interests demanding his 
attention he surrendered his commission to 
the president and resumed his business rela- 
tions at his old home in Memphis. 

Gen. Wright's selection unquestionably has 
a political significance of no mean impor- 
tance. He is a gold democrat and supporter 
of Mr. Taft's candidacy, and probably will 
work among men of like views in his native 
state in behalf of the secretary. 

President Roosevelt broke the solid south 
in 1904, when he received the electoral vote 
of Missouri. The administration now has 
designs upon Tennessee. But more than this, 
the appointment of a southern democrat in a 
republican cabinet {s an event that will un- 
questionably be hailed with great satisfac- 
tion by the south. 

It is a recognition, and this is what the 
south long has wanted from a republican 
president. At the same time, southern re- 
publicans are apt to make a wry face over 
the selection of a democrat. Unquestionably 
in Tennessee it will be regarded as good 
politics in view of the fact that Representa- 
tive Brownlow, one of the two republican 
members of the lower house of congress, op- 
posed the instruction of delegates for Secre- 
tary Taft and induced his district to support 
the candidacy of Speaker Cannon. 


Father Tennessee Chief Justice. 


It is belleved that Gen. Wright’s appoint- 
ment will have a good effect in removing 
whatever feeling remains between the north 
and south. He comes of a stanch southern 
family. His father was chief justice of Ten- 
nessee and his wife was the daughter of Ad- 
miral. Raphael Semmes of the confederate 
navy. | 

He is described by those who know him asa | 
‘southern gentleman.’’ He accompanied 
Secretary Taft to the Philippines when that 
Official was appointed at the head of the 
Philippine commission and served with him 
during the days of the reconstruction of the 
government of the far eastern archipelago. 
He was charged by the secretary with the 
codification of the laws of the Philippines and 
later organized the constabulary which has 
dome and is doing good work. 

During the campaign of 1904 former Judge 
Parker, the democratic candidate, gave out 
a statement in which he viciously attacked 
the administration in the Philippines, basing 
his views upon a book written by a corre- 
spondent. :

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NO RATE ADVANCE. 


Lower Wages Are Possible, 
but That May Not Prove 
Necessary. 


LINES’ EARNINGS GROW. 


Commerce Board Says It Has No 
Power to Forestall Pro- 
posed Raise. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.]— 
There is a general belief at the interstate 
commerce commission that there will be no 
advance in freight rates on the part of the 
railroads. It has been positively asserted by 
railroad men that there will be no advance 
in any event before the first of October. One 
or two railroad officials have announced there 
will be no raise at all. 

One of the commissioners said today it de- 
pended largely upon what took place in the 
country during the summer and fall as to 
whether freight rates would be increased, 
and even if economic conditions proved such 
as to make it imperative for railroads to re- 
coup their losses, it might not be done 
through the raising of rates, but through the 
lowering of wages. 

He said he had merely heard such was the 
condition of affairs with railroads which 
were foreseeing hard times, but personally, 
having received reliable assurances, he be- 
lieved there would be neither a raise in rates 
mor a reduction in wages. 


Earnings of Roads Increase. 

After asserting that the earnings of rail- 
roads are increasing each week, he cited the 
case of the Southern, whose net earnings for 
March, 1908 were reported nearly $250,000 
over March, 1907. At this rate reports for 


’ this railroad will show for the year ending 


June 30 a net loss of not over $377,000. 

Numerous inquiries have been directed to 
members of the interstate commission con- 
cerning the action of that body in regard to 
the proposed advance in freight rates in 
the central freight association territory. The 
almost uniform reply on the part of the 
commissioners has been there was no power 
vested in the commission to enjoin garriers 
from advancing their rates and that com- 
plaints would have to come to the commission 
fn the usual way. 

Commissioner Lane replied as follows a 
few days ago to the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, which sent a letter protesting 
against the proposed advance in that terri- 
tory: 

“The commission has no power to enjoin 
carriers from advancing rates at any time 
or to any extent they may see fit. They re- 
tain the same power to initjate rates under 
the act to regulate commerce that obtained 
prior to the enactment of that ‘tute. 


Powers of Commission Shown. 


“This being so, it follows as a corrollary 
that this commission has no power to sanc- 
tion the proposed increase, and it is perhaps 
unnecessary to advise you the commission 
has neither officially nor unofficially author- 
ized or approved any proposed increase. 

“The powers of this commission may be 
divided into three classes: 

“1. The reviewing power, under which 
we pass on the reasonableness of rates and 
practices initiated by carriers. 

“2. The inquisitorial power, under which 
we may make examination into rates, prar- 
tices, and methods of doing business of car- 
riers for purposes of informing the commis- 
sion iteelf and advising congress as to 
needed legislation. 

“3. The enforcing power under which we 
may invoke the process of courts to compel 
compliance by carriers with orders of com- 


, mission or mandates of law. 


“ This commission can give no relief against 
a proposed increase in rates excepting such 
as may be given through the exercise of the 
two last named powers. The commission 


-will, of course, give careful consideration to 


any complaint preferred.“

Illinois Central to Inaugurate 
Through Service to Georgia. 


FIRST TRAIN. TOMORROW. 


Railroad Officials Will Make Trip Over 
New Feeder Lines. 


The efforts of years on the part of Chicago 
merchants, manufacturers, and commercial 
organizations to open up the great south- 
eastern consuming territory to the Chicago 
market are to be crowned with success. To- 
morrow the Illinois Central railroad will in- 
augurate the first through train service into 
Birmingham, Ala., and Savannah, Ga., where 
direct connections will be established with 
the Central of Georgia, the railroad recently 
purchased by E. H. Harriman as the south- 
eastern feeder to the great Harriman trans- 
continental system. 

The establishment of through freight and 
passenger service will enable Chicago to com- 
pete on equal terms with New York, Phila- 
delphla, and eastern cities, which for years 
have enjoyed, through faster and more di- 
rect service, almost exclusively the patron- 
age of the Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, and 
Florida. 

The first regular through passenger train 
between Chicago and Birmingham will lea ve 
Chicago tomorrow evening at 6 o'clock, and 
will carry sleepers into Savannah. This aft- 
ernoon at 2:30 o’clock a special train carry- 
ing a party composed of the chief executive, 
operating, and traffic officials of the Illinois 
Central will leave on a mission of acquaint- 
ance, good fellowship, and commercial ad- 
vancement. 


Members of Excursion Party. 

The officials who will make the trip are 
Vice Presidents I. G. Rawn and A. H. Han- 
son, L. C. Fritch, assistant to President Har- 
ahan; J. M. Dickinson, general counsel; F. B. 
Harriman, general manager; F. B. Bowes, 
freight traffic manager; C. C. Cameron, gen- 
eral freight agent; F. H. Harwood, coal traf- 
fic manager; John Scott, assistant general 
passenger agent of the IIlindis Central lines 
south; J. F. Titus, and several other officials. 

The offictals’ special will arrive in Bir- 
mingham tomorrow noon and the party at 
once will be taken in charge by the Birming- 
ham Commercial association. That city’s in- 
dustries and mamufactories will be placed 
open for inspection during the afternoon. 
The chief event of the trip will be the ban- 
quet in the evening at which the mutual de- 
sirability of closer commercial relations be- 
tween the Chicago market and the south- 
east will be made the keynote. The speeches 
will be of the “‘ harmony, get together, and 
every one boost variety. After the banquet, 
at which Chicago, Birmingham, and Savan- 
nah will be represented, the Chicago party 
will board the special for the return trip, 
leaving at midnight and arriving in Chicago 
Sunday evening at 7 o'clock.

The railroads of the Western Passenger 
association, through the decision of its ex- 
ecutive committee, refused to follow the ac- 
tion of the Central Passenger association in 
granting reduced rates to merchants’ gath- 
erings as planned by the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce for next fall. The eastern 
roads several days ago announced that the 
rate of a fare and a half for meetings with 
an attendance of 1,000 would be granted, and 
the same concession was asked from the 
western roads.

La Salle Street Contract, How- 
ever, Contains an ‘Unusual 
Restaurant Clause. 


John A. Spoor, Frederick 8. Winston, the 
Chicago Junction Railways and the Union 
Stockyards company have given a trust deed 
to the Standard Trust company of New 
York, trustee, to secure a bond issue of 
$3,000,000. The bonds bear 5 per cent in- 
terest and mature in twenty years, but may 
be redeemed at 165 on any semi-annual 
interest paying day. Out of the principal 
sum $2,000,000 will be used for the pur- 
pose of canceling a loan negotiated last 
year, While the remaining $1,000,000 will 
be used for general improvement. 


Mangler Gets Lease. 


Following the adjustment of some 4if- 
ferences between William Mangler and Leon 
A. Walters, the owner of,the property at 
119-121 La Salle street, Mr. Mangler and 
the William Mangler Catering company have 
secured an extension of their lease of the 
basement and first and second floors of the 
building for seven years from May 1 last, at 
an aggregate rent of $84,000.

Even the friends of the general asset bank- 
ing, including those who favor the plan sub- 
mitted by the American Bankers’ essocia- 
tion and some supporters of the Fowler bill, 
are beginning to see that the new emergency 


notes may be 4 stepping stone to a more 
scientific currency system in this country. 


It ie the first time since the civil war that 


the people have been asked to handle notes 


based on anything else except the credit of 
the United States, the greenbacks and credit 
notes exclusively having behind them noth- 
ing but the guarantee of the federal govern- 
ment. The national bank notes are based 
upon government bonds. 

The new notes will be originally based on 


bank assets exclusively. They will be guar- 
anteed by the United States, and the people 
may be as secure about receiving them as 


they are in regard to any form of money 
now in existence. 


New Notes Stronger than Old. 
When one comes te look into the situation 
it is found that there is really more back 
of the new notes than there is behind either 
the greenbacks or the national bank notes 


In the first place, as will be stated on the face 


of the note, it is a promise to pay on demand 
by the bank which issues it. It is a demand 
liability exactly the same as e deposit. It 
must be met by the payment of lawful money, 
or the bank is forced into liquidation. 

It follows then that every one of these 
new notes has back of it, in the first place, all 
of the assets and all of the credit of the 
issuing bank, legally attested by the sig- 
nature of the president and cashier. The 
note is intended for circulation, but it has to 
all intents and purposes the same standing as 
a certificate of deposit. 

In addition to this Hability on the part of 
the bank itself, which is common with the 
national bank note now, there is a new form 
of security. Not one of these emergency 
notes can be issued to the public until there 
has been put up as security for it general 
bank assets or commercial paper of a kind 
which the clearing house would require be- 
fore it would issue ite certificates in the time 
of panic. 

Uncle Sam Back of All. 


Any bank, if it chooses to do so, may de- 
posit approved public bonds other than those 
of the United States, and receive its notes 
direct from the treasury. In that case there 
is behind the new circulation not only the 
general credit of the bank itself but stable 
securities actually deposited with the treas- 
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the difference. 


One thing which the public should under- 
stand above everything else is that every 


note issued by a national bank, whether it is 
secured by a government bond or not, is ab- 
solutely guaranteed by the United States of 


thinke of looking through the bills he hap- 
pens to have in his pocketbook to see whether 
one of them belongs to that particular finan- 
cial institution. The government looks after 
the redemption of national bank notes and 
the individual holder has nothing whatever 
to do with it, unless he happens to choose to 
make trouble for himself. 


Government Leaves Them Out. 

Many national bank notes are kept in cir- 
culation for years and years after the bank 
itself has gone out of existence. Inasmuch 
as the government is secured by a deposit 

its own bonds, it never worries about the 
redemption of a national bank note. The 
bonds are always worth more than the notes 
they secure. The result is that when a bank 
fails or goes out of business voluntarily all 
it has to do is.to deposit with the treasury 
a sum of money equal to the total of the notes 
it has in circulation. The treasury then re- 
turns the bonds, and from time to time, as 
these notes are presented to the treasury. 
they are destroyed and lawful money sub- 
stituted for them. 

This process of redemption is so simple 
that it never gives the slightest trouble 
either to the public or to the treasury. It 
is practically automatic. New banks take 
out new circulation every day and the notes 
of banks long out of existence are redeemed 
every day without having the slightest in- 
fluence on the financial situation, 

The same thing will be true ot the new 
emergency notes. When satisfactory plates 
can be prepared there will be no difference 
between the national bank notes and the 
emergency circulation. Some of them will 


be taxed at the rate of 56 per cent a year 


or more, and some only one-tenth of that 
amount, but it will all be a question of book- 
keeping. 


How Process Will Work. 

When a national bank finds that the de- 
mand for money has decreased and that it 
does not pay to keep out its emergency circu- 
lation, coating from 5 to 10 per cent per an- 
num, it will do exactly what the bank does 
now. That is to say, it will turn over to the 
treasury lawful money in the form of na- 
tional bank notes, greenbacks, gold, or silver. 
Immediately the tax will cease on that pro- 
portion of ita emergency circulation and the 
securities deposited with the treasury or with 
the currency association will be returned. 

The transaction, as between the treasury 
and the bank will be closed, but these par- 
ticular notes may continue in circulation for 
an indefinite length of time. They will be 
represented, however, not by bonds or other 
securities, but by real money actually in the 
treasury, and as they straggie in for redemp- 
tion this real money will be substituted for 
them, and thus the ebb and flow of currency 
under the new law will be absolutely auto- 
matic and almost imperceptible. 

One of the things which the treasury ex- 
perts are most confident about is that the new 
law will be much more valuable in prevent- 
ing panics and financial stringencies than in 
curing them. That is to say, the mere know- 
ledge that the sound banks of the country 
can at any time turn their general assets 
into a circulating medium, is likely to pre- 
vent an extraordinary demand for currency 
at any time in the same way that-when all 
the depositors find the bank pays them on 
demand they no longer want their money, 
and a run is impossible.

MILK DEALERS MAKE PROTEST. 


Tell Commissioner Evans That Enforced 
Use of Bottles Will Raise Prices 
in Tenement Districts. 


Health Commissioner Evans received yes- 
terday a delegation of small milk dealers 
who protested against the proposed order 
of the department requiring that milk be kept 
for sale in bottles instead ofcans. They said 
it would drive them out of business. 

John O'Donnell, a wholesale dealer, said the 
order would result in the price of milk in the 
tenement districts being raised from 5 ta 6 
and 7 cents a quart and would drive people 
into using condensed milk. 

Commissioner Evans relieved the appre- 
hensions of the dealers considerably. He 
sald it only would be necessary to keep the 
milk in sealed bottles, which could be emptied 
into the receptacle brought by the purchaser. 
The order will be introduced into the council 
Monday night and if passed the dealers will 
be given a couple of months to prepare for 
compliance. Four large dealers in the 
ghetto already have agręed to the change.

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STRAWBERRY DUMPLINGS.—Mix to- 
gether a pint of flour,ja half teaspoonful of 

salt, and one teaspoonful and a half of baking 

pander. then rub in two heaping tablespoon- 
ule of butter. 

Mix to a soft dough with milk and roll out 
half an inch thick. Cut In rounds the size 
of a saucer; on each lay six or eight berries.

Stand in the oven for e moment slightly 
to dry the tops, then serve with a hard 
sauce into whioh haa been beaten as many 
pulped berries as can be added without 
curdling the mixture.

STRAWBERRY SPONGE.—Soeak a half 
package of granulated gelatin in a half 
eupful of cold water. Boll together for a 
moment one cupful of sugar and 36 scant 
cupful of bofling water; add the soaked gela- 
tin and stir until disgolved. Take from the 
fire, add tha Juice of half lemon, and strein. 

When this has cooled and js beginning to 
thicken whip the Whites of three eggs to 


a stiff froth. Gradually mix with the thick-. 


ening jelly and whip until spongy and quite 
stiff. Serve ice cold with cream. 

STRAWBERRY MOUSSE.—Hull and wash 
ene pint of strawberries; drain and rub 
through a fine sieve; add one cupfubof sifted 
powdered sugar and one-third of a box of 
gelatin which has been softened fn a little 
cold water and melted over hot water. 

Set aside until the mixture shows signs of 
thickening. Stir often, to keep it from set- 
tling around the sides of the bowl. Whip 
one cupful and a half of heavy cream to a 
solid froth; mix thie lightly with the fruit 
Jelly and continue to cut and whip lightly 
until a little dropped from a spoon will re- 
tain ite shape. 

Turn into a wetted mold, cover tightly, 
bind the edges with a narrow strip of mus- 
lin dipped into melted lard, and bury in a 
mixture of finely chopped ice and rock salt, 
two-thirds of the former to a third of the 
latter. Set aside for from three to four 
hours, according to the shape and thickness 
of the mold, then turn out carefully.

COLIN A CRIPPLE 
AFTER FAST WORK 


James R. Keene’s colt Breaks 
Down in Both Forelegs 
During Trial. 


CASE IS A HOPELESS ONE. 


Veterinary Surgeon So An- 
nounces After Examination 
of the Horse. 


New York, May 28.—[Special.]—James R. 
Keene's wonderful Colin will never race 
again. 

As a lightning bolt from a clear sky came 
this unwelcome news from Trainer James 
Rowe at Belmont park today. It was only 
last Saturday that Colin won the Withers 
stakes in superb style, a performance that 
warranted the belief he would win all the 
rich 8 year old stakes this year and perhaps 
pass the $200,000 mark in stake earnings. 

Colin came out of the Withers apparently 
sound at.to his underpinning, and Trainer 
Rowe decided to start him again in the $25,000 
Belmont stakes to be run on Saturday. In order 
to get the great colt on edge for this rich turf prize 
Rowe took Colin out at Sheepshead Bay early this 
morning for a final workout. 

Rowe had inetructed Marshall, the stable boy, 
to let Colin run a mile and a quarter in about 
2:08. but the Commando colt, always rank in his 
workouts, dashed off at a tremendous clip. Sev- 
eral expert clockers caught the fractional] time in 
this way: Quarter in :24, three furlongs in :36 8-5, 
half in :48 1-5, five furlongs in 1:01, three-quar- 
ters in 1:18 2-5, seven furlongs in 1:24 4-5. mile in 
1:38 2-5, mile and a furlong in 1:51 2-5, and a mile 
and a quarter in 2:06 2-5. 

At least one clocker timed him in 2:06 but 
Rowe's watch showed 2:06 2-5 for the full dis- 
tance. When Colin pulled up he wae apparently 
sound and after he had cooled out there seemed 
nothing the matter with him. 

A half hour later the bandages were removed and 
Rowe discovered Colin had broken down in both 
forelegs, having bowed each middle tendon. Dr. 
Shepard said Colin practically was in a hopeless 
condition. 

With Mr. Keene many expert turfmen held the 
belief that Colin could beat any horse in the world. 
Colfn won twelve congecutive races, with no de- 
feats, earning a total of $125,290 in stakes, plates, 
and breeding fees.
